The Assembly.. cndcd..its gen- 
eral debate this morning and 
scheduled an aftcrnooo session 
for 4:30 p.m. to begin detailed 
discussion of rcsolutioos. 

Egypt, Jordan, Syria and Leb- 
anon have held that, despite 
their armistice agreements with 
Israel in 19-19, tho year the Jew- 
ish nation 'was formed by war, 
they remain in a state of war 
with her. Egypt has used this to 
justify keeping lsrae" ' 
out of the Suez Cabal, 

The showdown ' involves .two 
rival, resolutions. One intro- 
duced by 15 nonallgncd nations 
calls for; nn immediate Israeli 
withdrawal from Egypt, Jordan 
and Syria, and asks that only 
after withdrawal should the Se- 
curity Council consider "ques- 
tions pertaining to the situation 
in the area." 

_ Latin-American and Western 
delegations intended la submit a 
resolution today to have the as- 
sembly call for the withdrawal 
of troops and the renunciation of 
Arab belligerency, provide for a 
U.N. representative or mediator 
to help wilh a settlement and 
ask the Security Council to work 
on further problems;

This is the dilemma confronting the 
. United States. For reasons which are 
only partly understood, more Ameri- 
cans go abroad and. spend more 
money there than do visitors to these 
shores. 

For years the disparity in tourist 
import and export has been explained 
as due to differences in spendable in- 
come, with citizens of. the United 
States holding a wide." edge. But. for 
a long time Western Europe and other 
areas of the world have been enjoying 
high levels of prosperity. They are 
coming to the U.S. in increasing num- 
bers, but still fall -far short of match- 
ing- the growing U.S. exodus.

vantage of distance continues to de- 
cline with improvements in jet trans- 
port. The .concentration of different 
nationalities in a relatively small 
area throughout Western Europe does 
offer a magnetic attraction to tour- 
ists. 



Europeans travel from one' conti- 
nental , country, to another about as 
easily as Americans go from one 
state to another. 

.Last year tourism in i the United 
States showed a galri~of 11.8 per 
cent. But it had a growth of from 12 to 
25 per cent in every Western European 
country. Among other tourist groups, 
the U.S. Travel Agency would like to 
know why. Accordingly, the federal 
agency recently sponsored a U.S.' 
tour by a group of foreign travel 
agents. Upon completion of their trip, 
"the agents were asked for a frank ap- 
praisal of tourism in the United 
States. 

Their reaction? Some complained 
about such' things as postage stamp 
machines which sold stanfps at a 
higher price than the Post Office, and 
chambermaids who entered : hotel 
rooms without knocking. But almost 
all mentioned the language difficul- 
ties they had, and the irritation . of 
American customs,

Kosygin was hardly back In 
New jYork before he went on 
television again, this time be- 
fore a news conference, to de- 
nounce the United States as nn 
aggressor In Vietnam nnd Israel

East. 

"Since - lie" had said all that" 
nbout the Middle East before, 
you got the feeling that, maybe 
he felt compelled to say it again 
because lie knew the Arabs

Then It said lomclhlng which 



must have flabbergasted tho 
Albanians and the Chinese and 
everybody else, since everybody 
else knows better. It talked of 
the need for Communist unity 
and af did same time denounced 
the Chinese leadership. . 

As If this wasn't confusing 
enough, the document promised 
Soviet support for "wnrs of lib- •" 
eratlon" while urging' peaceful 
coexistence and promising it ' 
would put Its ' o'vn domestic 
growth above world revolution. 

And if that -still wasn't 
enough, the document by the So- 
viet Communists said' they were ' 
progressive, although the 
Chinese call them reactionaries. 

And while it said the only 
solution to the world's problems ' 
was communism, Kosygin in 
New York was saying that if tho 
Vietnam war was out of the way 
the Sovret Union could work out 
economic ties with the United 
States. 

Instead of flying home after 
his <hcctic weekend, Kosygin 
flew Monday to Cuba, the only 
Communist country In the West- 
ern Hemisphere, where, unlike 
the waving, applauding crowds 
ol noivCommunist Americans 
arOUnd tho- libuSb'cnlled-'Holly- 
hush in Glasshoro, N.J., there 
wcro no crowds to meet Kosygin 
when he got off the plane In Ha- 
vana, • 

Ho flew there to have n head- 
to-head talk with Pidcl Castro, 
whose government has criti- 
cized the Soviets for Jiot. balling.. 
out tho Arabs when Israel was 
-jniQDningJbem up. Castro has 
personally attacked thc~ Soviet 
doctrine of peaceful coexistence 
which the Moscow document 
proudly claimed ns Soviet poll- . 
cy, 

Meanwhile, King Hussein o( 
Jordan, a country left in tatters 
by the short war with Israel, 
Journeyed to tho United Nations 
to ask tho General Assembly to 
condemn the Israelis. Ho said 
there might be peace In tho 
Middle East ir tho Israelis 
would Just give tho Arabs back 
the real estate they took In the 
war. 

Not to Ito ouldono, Israel's 
Foreign Minister Abba Elian, 
exercising the right of reply, 
told tho assembly. In effect, that 
what Hussein snld wns nil liuln- 
ncy, that Jordan attacked Israel 
flrnt nnd got what was coming 
to her.

Jrom sccailnd that.somo ol ui 
seedlings will flower when _ 
year old, then. after that stage 
Is over, no more flowering for 
many years. Why Is It, they ask, 
that a year-old seedling will 
_ flower,_then never bloom again? 

This- happens quite often with 
most trees and shrubs which are 
started from seed. Some plants 
wlll'go through a "juvenile" pe- 
riod after being started .from 
seed and will not form flowers. 

This juvenile period often lasts 
for many years; after which the 
plant will Start to flower. Grape- 
fruit' seedlings often flower with 
the first few months of their 
— livesrthenTefuse to flower again 
for a long time. It's not a" ques- 
tion of male and femnto flowers 

- as many believe. Just what 
causes it no one knows. 

This "Juvenile delinquency 1 
applies only to woody plants 
started from seeds. When you 
_6i.art._a plant. from_cuttings..hud- , 
-. ding, or grafting, material from 
the parent plants arc no 'onger 
juvenile, nnd the resulting plants 
are not juvenile. 

DOCTOR YOUR OWN 
ROSES: Here are a few symp- 
toms and troubles you can 
watch for now on your roses: 
black spots, due to leaf disease. 
Control: Dusi__witfr~~sulphur, 
phaltan or Captan. Tips turned 
brown, duo to spray or dust 
bum. 

Avoid dusting when tempera- 
ture fs over 85 degrees. Leaves 

- skeletonized, due to Rose slugs. 
Spray with malathlon. Leaves 
have faint yellow stJi 
caused by red spider mites or 
leaf hoppers. Spray with Kel- 
thane or Malathlon ' (Kelthane 
kills the mites) 

, White moldy patches on 
leaves, caused by mildew. Con- 
trol by dusting with sulphur, 
Mildex or Actidlone.

Probably the 
best time to dust Is in the morn- 
ing after the dew has dried and

asks if it's advisable to dig holes 
between his dahlia plants and 
bury his grass clippings.

think you get better mileage if 
you placed the clippings around

Squirrels will 
also do such digging. Skunks will

Birds such as brown thrashers 
tear a mulch to pieces, but the 
holo they mnko Is shallow.
